Gromyko Rebuffed by Italy 
On East-West Security Talks 


ROME, Nov. 11 . (tfPI). —Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko was rebuffed today in ef- 
forts; to persuade . Italy that the 
time is right for East-West talks on 
European security. • . . . 

Officials -said : Premier Emilio 
■Colombo emphasized In talks with 
Mr. Gromyko that Italy would un- 
dertake. no. sudh. steps without the 
fun knowledge and approval of its 
NATO allies. ■ - 

Earlier, Foreign -Minister Aldo 
Mofo also rejected Mr. Gromyko's 
argument that ‘toe time -was : right 
for an East-West meeting on Eu- 
ropean ■ security, o ff i c ia ls said. 

During “the day, small - groups, 
ranging from heO-Fascists to Jew- 
ish students, demonstrated against 
Mr. Gromyko in much the same 
way leftist groups -..demonstrated 
against President; Nixon when he 
visited^ Rome six weeks ago. - •

Israel to Chech 
Cairo TV Attack 

TEL AVIV. Nov. 11- CAP).— 
There may be a cease-fire' be- 
tween Israel and Egypt along 
the Sues Canal, but a televi- 
sion war continues in the air- 
ways above. 

The Israelis claim that Cairo 
began the TV battle by illegal- 
ly increasing the volume oi its 
transmissions from 20 to 100 
kilowatts. The powerful signal 
interfered with Israeli telecast- 
ing, causing lines across screens 
in Tel Aviv. 

• To counter the interference, 
the Israelis will soon transmit 
on an ultra-high frequency, an 
official of the Ministry of Posts 
said. Most Israeli TV sets al- 
ready are equipped to receive 
ultra-high-frequency transmis- 
sions.

PARIS. Nov. 11.— Statesmen from 
around the .world Hew Into Paris 
today to pay last respects to a man 
they might not have always agreed 
with but whom they recognized as 
one of the last of the greats. 

If there was any theme to Gen. 
de Gaulle's funeral it was that. 
Fn ends and enemies alike could 
ignore ideologies and arguments 
long enough to do something in 
common. Le Monde called it a 
planetar}' mourning. The Commun- 
ist newspaper I'Humanite called 
him a statesman, though a bour- 
geois one: 

President Nixon. Soviet Pres- 
ident Nikolai V. Podgorny and 
close to 100 other world figures ar- 
rived far the memorial services to- 
morrow at Notre Dame Cathedral. 
The numoer of dignitaries In Pa- 
ris was unprecedented, police said. 
Other nations, like Communist 
China, wiil be represented by their 
ambassadors. Britain sent four 
prime ministers: Edward Heath, 
its present, and his predecessors, 
Harold Wilson. Harold Macmillan 
and Anthony Ed.*m. Prince Charles 
represents Queen Elizabeth U. 

Across France. Frenchmen pre- 
pared for services in their towns 
and villages. Other planned for 
the pilgrimage to Colombey-les- 
Deux-Eglises. the village 110 miles 
east of Paris where Gen. de Gaulle 
will be burled. 

Common Man 

Though De Gaulle wanted no of- 
ficial funeral in Cdlombey, he in- 
vited “the men and women of 
France and of other nations of the 
world" to come if they wanted. 
Many already had begun the jour- 
ney today and by nightfall the 
police estimated that 10,000 per- 
sons had arrived in the area of the 
village of 3S4. 

De Gaulle asked that no bells be 
- lung .far. tois funer^L but at . *?otre 
•Dame- -.a»d" -in .cathedrals -across 
France they will sound at 3 pan. 
tomorrow in his honor. 

At Colombey there will be only 
a childrens choir. 

In the afternoon, the chiefs of 
state will be received by President 
Georges - Pompidou at the Elysee 
Palace. French 'sources said he 
will have private meetings with 
those leaders who reqeusted them, 
and indicated that both Mr. Nixon 
and Mr. Podgorny would be receiv- 
ed. Would Mr. Nixon see Mr. Pod- 
gorny? The French reply was that 
aside from their private meetings 
with Mr. Pompidou, they'll all be 
in The same salons. 

The list of statesmen coming here 
grew and changed almost hourly. 
It was announced from Moscow 
that Mr. Podgorny would head toe 
Soviet delegation. Earlier, it had 
been thought that Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin, who attended the 
funeral last month for Egyptian 
President Gamel Abdel Nasser, 
would come. Mr. Podgorny is the 
Soviet head of state. 

Trudeau Absent 

One notable absence from toe 
list of statesmen was Canada’s 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliot Tru- 
deau, indicating that the chill in 
relations between the two coun- 
tries begun while Gen. de Gaulle 
was in power has not been forgot- 
ten. Others missing: Algerian 
President Houari Boumedienne, 
Moroccan King Hassan H; Jordan- 
ian King Hussein. 

Though the French have tried to 
respect protocol as much as pos- 
sible, it has been evident that many 
formalities could not be maintain- 
ed with so many leaders present. 
Ministers have been pressed into 
practically non-stop service receiv- 
ing the visistors at the airport. 

It was thought unlikely that 
many of them would go to Colom- 
bey. Gen. de Gaulle’s testament 
expressly requested that no officials 


go to Colombey. Any statesmen 1 
wishing tq go would have to make 
private arrangements with toe , 
family. [

Nixon?s Plane 
Jolted in Flight 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 11 
(AP). — President Nixon, re- 
turning to Washington from 
Florida last night, was un- 
disturbed when the plane sud- 
denly jolted, spewing coffee 
about Air Force-1 and Jarring 
other passengers. 

A crew member of the 
presidential jet banged his 
knee in a rear galley during 
the turbulence. But up front. 
Mr. Nixon was strapped into 
his seat, talking .with an aide, 
Press Secretary Ron Ziegler 
said. 

Mr. Nixon returned to the 
White House at 9:22 p.m. from 
Key Biscsyne. where be had 
been resting after last week’s 
congressional election.

In Colombey, meanwhile, officials 
made the final preparations, for 
tomorrow's service, which De 
Gaulle instructed should be a 
simple affair with no official dele- 
gations present. 

A French armored scout car will 
carry the Tricolor-draped coffin 
from La Boisserie to the church. 

Mrs. De Gaulle and members of 
the family will follow in five or 
six cars at a slow pace, of- 
ficials said tonight. 

The procession, will take eight 
minutes from La Boisserie to the 
square in front or the church. 
v;here a detachment of army, an - 
force and navy men— totaling i*jo 
— will render full military honors. 

Sis young men from Colombey 
will carry the coffin on their 
shoulders into the church. After 
the hour-long service, the six 
youths will carry 'the coffin between 
the moss-covered tombs and 
gravestones to the white limestone 
tomb where De Gaulle will be laid 
to rest.

Heavy Security Is Set in Paris 


PARIS, Nov. ii.— Unprecedent- 
ed security measures have been 
taken to protect the world dig- 
nitaries arriving for tomorrow's 
memorial services at Notre 
Dame Cathedral, according to 
the Prefecture of Police. 

Policemen on duty, both m 
uniform and plainclothes, have 
been quadrupled from a normal 
level of about 3.000 to 12,000 
for the 4S hours that some 
world figures will be in Paris. 

Each dignitary, as he arrives 
at Orly or Le Bourget, is to bo 
met not only by a member of 
the government ar his represen- 
tative, but by a police escort. 
He is to be accompanied to his 
embassy, to Notre Dame to- 
morrow, to the Elysfie Palace to 
be received by President Georges 
Pompidou tomorrow afternoon 
and. eventually, back to the air- 
port 

On the He de la CJto. whrre 
Notre Dame is located, - special 
precautions are being taken for 
the ceremonies, which begin at 


Police Forces 
Quadrupled 
For Dignitaries 

11 a.ra. The bridges will be clos- 
ed to ordinary traffic until 
12:30. Special police units will 
cover the island, guarding the 
rooftops around Notre Dame 
from which Gen. de Gaulle was 
fired upon during the Libera- 
tion celebrations in 1944. 

The cathedral has been under 
close watch since the ceremony 
was organized yesterday. 

The extra police units are 
being provided not only for 
visiting kings, princes, presidents 
and prune ministers, but for the 
thousands of Frenchmen who 
are expected to take to the 
streets in one way or another 
to say goodbye to De Gaulle. 

Some of these people, and no 
doubt some of the dignitaries. 


will leave far Colombey during 
the afternoon, and the roads 
leading 110 miles eastward to 
that tiny village are already 
hearily patrolled. 

At 6 p.ra. the City of Paris 
has called for a mass march up 
the Avenue des Champs-Elysess 
to accompany a wreath to thc 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
How many Frenchmen will turn 
out is unknown, but the last 
march up that avenue far Gen, 
de Gaulle— May 30, 1968— 
brought out close to a million 
and brought to an end the 
May revolt.

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Russians Just as Surprised 


As ‘Wrong-Airport’ Generals 


ANKARA, NOV. II (Ap).— ' Tbs 
landin g In Soviet Armenia of a 
light plane carrying two Amer- 
ican generals was a comic in- 
ternational incident that sur- 
prised the Russians as much ss 
the Americans, informed sources 
said today. 

Their 0.5. Army U-8 plane. 
Dound for Kars in eastern Tur- 
sey. came down at Lenlnakan 
oct. si. after mixing up two 
railroad tracks, the sources said. 

The plane was Dot Intercepted 
oy Russian jets and apparently 
new Inside the Soviet Union for 
as out ten minutes without detec- 
tion, they said. 

The pilot. U.5. Army Maj. 
James Russel Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward c. D. seherrer and Brig. 
Gen. Claude M. McQuarrie Jr. 
and a Turkish escort officer. 
CoL Cevai Penh, thought they 
were at Kars when the plane 
touched down and waited fcr 
a vehicle to lead them to the 
terminal. 

A vehicle appeared, but on It 
instead of the Turkish red star 
and crescent there was only a

The pilot suggested trying to 
take off again, but Gen. Scher- 
rer said it was dangerous and 
ordered him to stay on the 
ground, the sources said. 

An astonished Russian officer 
stepped out of the vehicle, the 
source continued. With sign 
language he ordered the Amer- 
icans and Tu rkish officer Into 
the terminal building - . 

They sat there for an hour 
before a translator appeared. 
"Who are you?" he asked. 

“Where are we?" the Amer- 
icans asked. 

As the rank of the Americans 
became dear, more Important 
level Russian officials and of- 
ficers were brought Into the 
case, the sources said. 

Eventually a large team of 
investigators was called in and 
questioned the four officers at 


a comfortable villa where they 
were Installed. 

The sources said the u-8 
pilot was following a railroad 
that runs between Erzurum, the 
town where they took off on a 
tour of military Installations In 
eastern -Turkey, to gar s. 

They ran into bad weather 
and when they saw the ground 
again the tracks were gone. A 
little later they again saw 
tracks. They followed them to 
a town and airport which 
turned out to be Lenlnakan, in 
Soviet Armenia.

Turks to Release Soviet Plane

Amalrik Calls Trial 4 Illegal 
Dissident Refuses to Testify

MOSCOW, Nov. 11 (WP).— Dis- 
sident writer Andrei Ama l r ik re- 
peatedly pleaded not guilty at his 
trial today and refused to answer 
questions in court an the grounds 
that the proceedings were Illegal 

Mr. Amalrik, the author of “Will 
the Soviet Union Survive Until 
1984?” and a penetrating critic of 
the Soviet system. Is on trial in 
Sverdlovsk for "disseminating false- 
hoods derogatory to the Soviet 
state and social system.” The 
maximum sentence is three years 
In prison. 

The sources said all but one of 
the witnesses at today’s session 
testified only about Mr. Amalrik's 
co-defendant. Lev Ubozhko. He 
was arrested in January for bring- 
ing two documents from Moscow 
to Sverdlovsk and trying to dis- 
tribute them to students at Sverd- 
lovsk Universtiy. 

One of the two documents was 
Mr. Amalrik's open letter to the 
Soviet writer Ahatoiy Kuznetsov, 
who defected to Britain last year. 
The other was a leaflet distributed 
by two young Itali ans In a demon- 
stration at a department store, de- 
manding the liberation of former 
Maj.. Gen. Pyotr Grigorenko and 
other dissidents. 

The sources said Mr. Ubozhko 
also pleaded not guilty, but answer- 
ed questions. He reportedly testified 
that he did not know Mr Amalrik 
before the trial and did not un- 
derstand why they were being tried 
together. 

The presence of a copy of some 
thing that Mr. Amalrik wrote Is 
the offi cial reason for putting him 
on trial In Sverdlovsk, a city nor- 
mally closed to foreigners and 900 
miles from Moscow. 

Before the trial began, dissident 
sources said the prosecution would 
base Its case on the letter to Mr. 
Kuznetsov, his “1984, " his book 
‘'Involuntary Journey to Siberia, 
and comments he made In two 
television films, one of which has 
been broadcast in the West. None 
of these things has been published 
here, hut some of them have been 
copied and circulated privately.

WARSAW, Nov. 31 (Reuters) — 
Foreign Ministers Walter Scheel of 
West Germany and Stefan 
Jedrychowski of Boland resumed 
treaty negotiations here today still 
seeking agreement on several es- 
sential issues and amid hints their 
talks might go on longer than ex- 
pected.

The strike, which began Sept. 15, 
has idled more than *00.000 GM 
workers, besides the thousands- 
more In supplier industries. -

Not since tiie 116-day shutdown 
in the steel industry in 1959 has a 
strike had such an impact on the 
American economy. Its spm-over 
effects have spread to other major 
areas such as transportation, steel, 
rubber, and machinery. Seme esti- 
mates place the loss to the coun- 
try's gross national product, which 
is expected to cross the $1 t rillion 
mark before the end of the year, 
at some $8 billion in- the- fourth 
quarter of this year.

U.S. Protestarft 
Churches Given 
$3.1 Billion in ’69 

WASHINGTON. ' Nov. 11 (WP)

Civil War Locomotive Given 
To Georgia by High Court 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 
(ReuterslV^Tbe Supreme Court 
let' stand Monday a ruling that 
Chattanooga, Terra., must sur- 
render . to Kennesaw. . Ga_ a 
shiny little locomotive that 
starred, in a romantic episode 
of the Civil War. 

The locomotive has been 
on display in Chattanooga 
since 1901 and figured in a 
Walt Disney movie, “The 
Great Locomotive Chase," in 
the nineteen-sixties. 

But the Louisville Ss Nash- 
ville Railroad decided to turn 
the engine over to Georgia— 
an action that outraged Chat-, 
tanoogans. 

The United States District 
Court of Appeals ruled that 
the city had no legal claim to 
the locomotive.. and that the . 
railroad could park it where 
it wished. . 

This decision was left un- 
disturbed today by the Supreme 
Court, which refused to review 


the lower courts' actions. The 
locomotive, known as The Gen- 
. era!, and. three boxcars were 
stolen by 19 Union soldiers and 
James J. Andrews, a Union 
espionage agent, while the train 
was stopped for a' breakfast 
break at Kennesaw April 12, 
1862: 

The mission of the North- 
ern raiding party was to head 
toward Chattanooga— then the 
objective of a Union Army 
campaign— and bum bridges 
and cut the city off from help 
from Confederate forces In the 
south and east. 

As the train pulled away, 
members of its surprised crew 
leaped up from the breakfast 
table and gave chase. 

When The General at last 
ran out of steam, Mr. Andrews 
and his 19 troopers took to the 
woods. All were rounded up 
within a week, and Mr. An- 
drews and seven others were 
executed.

Britain's .1970 tourist boom has 
broken records with nearly 3A 
million foreign visitors up to 
September.

A wholesale drug distributor was 
arrested yesterday on charges of 
selling thousands of doses of stim- 
ulants and depressants to virtually 
anyone who ordered them, dis- 
regarding requirements for pre- 
scriptions. 

Law-enforcement authorities said 
it was the first time that action 
bad been taken against a whole- 
sale distributor in this area. Fed- 
eral agents seized six million doses 
worth si million In street sales at 
a company warehouse in Plain - 
view, n.Y. 

Edward R. Neaher, UB. attorney 
for the Eastern District of New 
York, called it one of the largest 
seizures of Its type in the history 
of the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs. 

The distributor, Raymond How- 
ard of Roslyn Heights. N.Y.. was 
accused of having openly promoted 
the sale of the drugs in widely 
distributed color brochures, solicit- 
ing purchases by the general pub- 
lic. He was charged with having 
bypassed licensed pharmacists to 
sell directly to people who lacked 
valid prescriptions.

NEW YORK, NOV. 11 CNYTJ , — 
Manfred Schwartz, 60, noted ab- 
stract painter and lithographer, 
died Saturday of cancer. 

Mr. Schwarts, who was born in 
in Lodz, Roland, Nov. 11, 1909, 
lived and worked in this country 
and in Paris. He was educated at 
the 5or bonne and the Academie 
de La Grande Chauzmire in Paris 
and at the University of Min- 
nesota in this country. 

While his fame rests on his 
works, he was also a p ianis t, a 
fact tha t often was mentioned as 
giving his paintings their pulse 
and tempo. Music was a passionate 
avocation with him to the end of 
his days. Just as, at the outset of 
his career, he paid for his early 
painting lessons with money he 
had earned as a piano teacher. 

Be was active also as an art 
dealer, and one with considerable 
foresight. He was the first to 
exhibit Milton Avery and the 
Pittsburgh primitive John Kane 
and among the first to show the 
paintings of Elahemius. He also 
showed the works of Chaim Gross, 
Ben Benn and Waldo Peirce, who 
became a life-long friend. 

His works are in the permanent 
collections of the Guggenheim 
Museum, the Museum of Modem 
Art. the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. the Brooklyn Museum, the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art and 
the Newark and Rochester Mu- 
seums. 

Six years of his work were lost 
in a fire in his New York studio 
in 1968.

Be was, of course, a great man, great in 
the sense of creating by his own deeds and 
ambitions the standards by which he was

terrible dilemmas. So strong was the general 
sense of this tension between the man and 
the age that his person, his style, became 
the object of extraordinary public interest. 
Yet it Is his achievements which survive — 
most notably, today’s France. 

In 1940, when an occupied and demoraliz- 
ed France teetered on the brink of abandon- 
ing Itself to the Nazi foe, a lone, obscure, 
ridiculously lanky general reached out over 
the BBC and spoke words, touched the 
strings, that restored self-respect and the 
wiU to fight to the French people. Thus did 
Charles de Gaulle become tbe leader of Free 
France, embodying and mobilizing Its na- 
tional forces for the anti-Fasdst campaign. 
His moral rectitude was the quality most ap- 
parent — and to Roosevelt and Churchill, 
most vexing. But it was his strategic and 
political Insight, still insufficiently appre- 
ciated, which allowed him to bring France 
through the war as a nation accorded status 
of the first rank, a member of the Big Four. 

The opportunities for un trammeled per- 
sonal maneuver offered by the war and 
France's plight were denied De Gaulle bF 
his country's postwar politics and so, ac- 
cordingly. he retired to private life at Colom- 
bey-les-Deux-Eglises. Only when the nation 
he believed he “incamated ,, was again 
threatened, this time by inner conflict 
generated by the Algerian war, did he return

The Embodiment of France 


He became the mouthpiece, the conscience, 
the chronicler, the embodiment of France — 
a role he could sustain, and the mass of 
Frenchmen could applaud, because he was 
generally successful. He was right about the 
course of the war when most of his fellow 
countrymen were wrong. He was right about 
the state of France when most of the allies 
were wrong. He was right about the limita- 
tions of French action in Algeria and black 
Africa. Whether he was right about Europe, 
China, Communism, international currencies. 
Quebec and all the other subjects on which 
he lectured humanity is. of course, open to 
question. But De G3ul2e was never second- 
hand, never small, almost never dull, and 
frequently, both in thought and action, bril- 
liant. Although in the end he was rejected 
by the electorate, De Gaulle has left his mark 
on his country more profoundly than any 
man since Napoleon. 


One was the Ideal France of chivalry and 
glory, shining like a golden vision above and 
through all the transient governmental 
phantasms which have succeeded each other 
In Paris since 1789. The other was a real 
France: a France sober, almost puritanical, 
devoutly Roman Catholic, tenacious, proud, 
dignified, industrious, conservative, patriotic, 
military — the France of Bossuet, De Vigny 
and Pfiguy. It was for the right to represent 
this France — for its very soul, if you please 
—that De Gaulle, during the war, wrestled 
with and Justly vanquished Petain. It Is from 
De Gaulle's embodiment of these two 
Frances' that both his greatness and his 
littleness proceed.

to Paris, and then only upon being summon- 
ed and after extracting a grant of extra- 
ordinary powers. This time the general had 
available the myth of his earlier success, 
and he used it consummately, restoring the 
integrity of the civil authority over the 
military, preventing civil war. suppressing 
eventually a pervasive terror, reviving a sick 
economy, and of course, granting indepen- 
dence to Algeria. This, he realized, was es- 
sential In order to end a wasting war and 
halt a spreading moral rot at home and to 
set France upon a path in which it could 
pursue Its authentic ideals. 

After these two passages of national salva- 
tion, De Gaulle's more routine acts of state- 
craft — in particular, his efforts to arrange 
for France an independent foreign policy 
and a leading part in Western if not in world 
affairs— seemed anticlimactic. Certainly his 
finest moments were those he spent with his 
own people. His relations with foreigners too 
often involved a projection of his personality 
—his megalomania, some would say — with 
the unhappy result that he attempted to 
dispose of a degree of real power which 
France simply did not possess. Perhaps his 
over-reaching flowed from a kind of com- 
pensatory nationalism with which he meant 
to salve the French people for their trauma 
in Algeria. At any rate, his pursuit of na- 
tional- grandeur measurably diminished 
whatever chances there might have been for 
creating stronger Western, especially Euro- 
pean. institutions in his time. 

Nor did it add to his repute, even at 
home. Rendered dispensable by the strengths 
which he more than anyone had helped 
France attain, he was In effect dismissed by 
the people a year and a half ago, having 
chosen with his characteristic compulsive 
audacity to hinge his tenure In office on an 
issue of trivial note. So, quietly and inscru- 
tably, he returned to Colombey-les-Deux- 
Eglises. He was one of the genuinely tower- 
ing figures of his times. But first, he was a 
great and splendid man of France.

Kaye Is a great and a good 
map wnrj last night at the Im- 
perial Theater he returned to 
the Broadway Stage after an 
absence of nearly 30 years. You 

had better go and see him now 
because at this rate he won't 
be back until 1999. And even 
though he then might possibly 
be in a better play. Is It really 
worth the wait? 

- Kaye Is so warm and lovable 
an entertainer, such a totally 
ingratiating actor that, for me 
at least, he can do no wrong. 
It need take no unduly critical 
mind to note the Haws In the 
musical Itself. "Two by Two," 
which stars Noah and all 40 
days and nights of his rain. 
There Is too much rain, but 
then there Is also a great deal 
of Danny Kaye as compensa- 
tion. 

The musical has been based 
upon Clifford Odets' 1954 play, 
“The Flowering Peach," and 
right there was the producer's 
first mistake. This retelling of 
the Genesis story of Noah In 
tbe merrily anachronistic terms 
of a family from the Borscht 
Belt could never hare been 
much of a play. The next 
mistake was to get Peter Sente 
to write the book for It— for 
this Is almost as cutely sen- 
timental as the original Odets 
and if anything more prolix. 
The show seems so long that 
at times you feel it ought to be 
caned “Three by Three." 

However, having made those 
two mistakes, the producer then 
did a very smart thing. He 
hired himself to write the music 
and as he happens to be 
Richard Rodgers— writing his 
38th Broadway musical— this 
was highly suitable. And Rod- 
gers has delivered some very 
good numbers. This is not going 
to go down as his best musical 
score, but neither is it going 
down as his worst. 


dinarr people It removes the 
musical from the realm of 
family entertainment. Let us 
keep obscenity for legitimate 
plays, or musicals with an ex- 
clusively adult appeal. But for 
Danny Kaye— It Is only a mat- 
ter of taste— surely, no. 

Joe Layton, the director, and 
ihe entire cast are very good 
Indeed, and. It is not their fault 
that the musical falls off badly 
in the second half. Layton 
handles Noah's dialogues with 
God most Imaginatively, using 
delightful visuals token from 
old and modem master paint- 
ings, always imaginatively and 
sometimes with real wit — such 
as a host of Van Gogh chairs 
being Interpreted by Noah as an 
Invitation to alt down. Presum- 
ably some of the credit for this 
Imagination also goes to David 
Hays, responsible for the vigor- 
ously conceived scenery, and 
John Gleason who conceived the 
lighting. Fred Voelpel's cos- 
tumes are also most attractive 
and original. It Is a good show 
to look at. 

But the reason the show may 
well prove popular and over- 
come its unevenness, is quite 
simply Kaye and the rest of 
the cast. Joan Copeland, who 
has one of most lamentable 
stage death scenes since Little 
Nell, Is perfectly charming as 
Noah's wife, his three eons are 
stalwartly played by Harry Goz, 
Michael Karm. and a very 
promising musical newcomer, 
Walter WUlison while Marilyn 
Cooper, Madeline Kahn and 
Tricia O'Neil are spirited as 
their three wives. But, however 
good they are. It is Kaye's 
show.

Tony Bennett vs. Technolog' %

T QNDON.— Tony ' Bennett, as 
L almost everyone knows, 
"left his heart in San Kan-, 
cisco.” . That, at least, . Is what 
he says every, time h* sings 
the song; and he has sung it 
thousands of time&

The five actors, 
Peggy Wood, Teresa Wrighc, 
Robert Dry den, Roerick and 
Coley read some of the essays. 


M A Dream Out of Time” is a 
first play by Irv Bauer at the 
Promenade Theater. “Without 
being perfect,” said Barnes “1 
would recommend It without 
hesitation.”

Israelis Report Discovery o f Lost City 


HPEBERIAS, Israel, Nov. 11 
i AP) . — Israeli archaeolo- 


gists said today that they have 
found what is believed tbe lost 
Jewish city of Gamala— where 
one of history's biggest mass 
suicides took place. 

If they are right, it could be 
one of the biggest archaeologi- 
cal discoveries in Israel since 
the findings at Masada, where 
similar -mass suicides took place. 

Israeli archaeologist Shma,- 
ryahu Gutman said he found 
what he believes to be the site 
of Gamala an the occupied 
Golan. Heights of Syria over- 
looking the Sea of Galilee. 

The location of the “lost city” 
of Gamala is in the central 
Golan Heights. 10 miles south- 
west of Quneltra and 5 roues 
east of the 1967 cease-fire line. 
It lies just east of the Arab 
village of Yahudia in Wadi 
Dallyot, 


a wall, houses, Roman-era pot- 
tery and a water source. 

“Everything seems to fit," he 
said. 

Excavation will start on the 
site as soon as he receives gov- 
ernment permission. Mr. Gut- 
man added. 


Homan Conquest 


Gamala fell to Vespasian’s 
Roman legions in AD. 67, His- 
torian Josephus Flavius said 
5,000 Jews jumped off a cliff 
to their deaths when the city 
finally fell to the -Ramans. 

There have been several un- 
successful Israeli attempts to 
place Gamala since the Golan 
Heights fell to the Israelis in 
June 1987. 

The heights were virtually 


unexplored during Syrian rule. 

The archaeologists,- armed 
with "a copy of Josephus's “The 
Jewish War," found the site 
which they said matched the. 
historian's description. Josephus 
bad written that Gamala was 
on a steep mountain shaped 
Uke a back of a camel— hence 
the name Gamala— and built 
on two levels. 


They later rallied and crush- 
ed the final -resistance. - 


The Israelis say the site can 
only be reached by . helicopter - 
or by hiking eight miles through 
rugged terrain. : 


Josephus's Report 

Josephus wrote that Vespa- 


smn's troops attacked Gamala 
but were repulsed when they 
tried to capture the topmast 
level. ;

Certain' Lack of Candor 

'The" most important economic lesson of 25 
years of postwar European history is the one 
that Robert Gordon of the.

Industrial countries cab either restrain inflation, 
or they can maintain full employment, but uo 
government— however gifted— can reasonably hope 
to. do both for any substantial period. 

So far no political leader, on either side of 
the Atlantic, has been wholly candid on this 
point. Public opinion is ta the grip of political 
myth^-that full employment and price stability 
can be reconciled— as powerful as the pre-Keynes 
myth that the way to cure depressions was by 
“putting tbe economy through the wringer." L i k e 
that earlier myth, it will die hard, after a good 
deal of suffering all round. 

From discarding this myth all will benefit; but 
governments ta power will . benefit most. ; Their 
critics can exploit the hope that price stability 
and full: employment can somehow both be 
attained: but responsible governments must 
accept the political onus of choosing where tc 
place the emphasis between these two goals. 

The real issue will then be seen as not how 
to achieve both— or. Indeed, whether completely 
to aohleve either — of these goals, but what 
balance to. strike between them. There will 
almost surely be some unemployment and some 
inflation: the question is how much of each— 
'and how to Improve the trade-off between them 
thrpegh structural changes ta the economy.

CTTERTTAOE,’ Anthony West's 
#-*■ first autobiographical novel 
, touching on.hls famous parents 
* (H.G. Wells and Rebecca West), 
had ‘a kind of wry bite that 
leavened the . lyricism.

West wrote 
that- he' tried to be “a soapbox 
revolutionary" but discovered he 
was. ; "about la inches • too 
short .. . .

There's little . of that sprightly: 
tartness in this second novel, 
which focuses on . life-with- 
mother- in First "World Wat 
England ami might be- called 
a portrait uf an incipient artist 
in search of ' his antecedents: 
David . Bees, the' sensitive, 
slightly withdrawn ' protagonist, 
is an. Illegitimate. child (as West 
was) whocaHshiE- mother 
“Aunt Gwen’? even after he has 
uncovered that-.-half of -his 
identity. His youthful efforts to - 
find a secure- peg on which to 
bang his personality constitute 
the book's . forward, motion. 

But In thejbackflelcL West 
uses his deft,Tusih prose to etch 
cameos of the vgomen among 
wham David grew qp, only half 
perceiving the quiet torment or 
I tumult that, they concealed be- 
neath proper ■’ post-Victorian 
masks of gentility. There is bis 
Aunt Gwen, --a- proud artist 
whose irredeemable pregnancy 
represents': ; a! less - of control 
which ' turns ! into «’ •jjnsfchetic 
lassitude. There, is Miss? Blood, 
a lonely actress who .plays racy 
femme fatale roles (“she looked - 
thrUlingly' bad'' on stage,” "says 
David) who would ‘take me - 
auto hqr lap to hug ins silently 
for long stretches wblleT dozed 
bsppOy.” There is a Cockney 
housekeeper fond of her gargle 
«nd an oocasicmal 'tumble, Mrs. 
Gentry, a salty realist who con-

."poor Miss Blood." When, he 
writs why “pocff," ghe fends him 

off' -with ■ more \ oonfuslan: 
**Ooh . . it’s just a manner of 
speaking.

It’s hard to work up a lot of 
enthusiasm for the section of 
the novel (essential as it is) 
describing David’s sexual 
awakening and first manly 
affair, but West writes what 
reads like a lovely fantasy. A 
moody teenager vacationing 
with his mother (by now a 
proven artist of substance) In 
the Austrian Alps, David sits 
alone oh a mountainside singing 
lieder when he’s approached by 
a wondrous, beautiful girl some 
yean his senior who has been 
smitten with the sight and 
sound of a moody young man 
ring in g Brahms ftnvyp g the 
edelweiss. With dreamy Teu- 
tonic directness, p re t ty Viennese 
university student Jenny Kerst- 
ner romantically ■ propositions 
him and grateful David makes 
his way without hang-ups to the 
sort of relationship that turns 
into a legendary— or fabled— 
adolescent kind of identity. 

The relationship with Jenny 
lures David tram the lugubrious 
past with its dim, dark spots 
and into the light of the pres- 
ent and the possible joys of the 
future. “I had for the first 
: time, escaped from a marginal 
role in stories about other 
people,” says David, who finally 
comes to terms with himself 
and the past he cannot change. 
By the end of the novel, my 
fe eling was that West had 
written the sort of traditional 
story one has read before but 
reads again with pleasure— es- 
pecially when it’s ’done by a 
fictional pro. It’s almost the 
kind of 'book that used to be; 
written, that authors today, • , 
stuck with Robbins, Portnoy or-;i 
John Fowles, would be afraid v 
to write. It resolves something. 
It makes the pieces fit. That's 
reassuring— or. gently deceptive 
—in tills skeptical, one-up age, 
but It'S stffl satisfying.

There are signs the track world 
has not seen the last of Jim Ryun, 
premier mfler of the 1960s, lor 
Ryun is back to running trim at 
iso pounds. With the pressure of a 
seven-year chase to become the 
world's greatest miler behind him, 
the world record holder says run- 
ning is fun and he's - enjoying his 
new training re gim en. 

That training schedule has 
many speculating about Ryun's 
plans. 

But the slender Kansan, who 
was in the limelight from the time 
he was a 15-year-old sophomore at 
Wichita East High School until 
he walked off a track to June 1969 
in Miami, Fla., isn’t' taking his 
track career that seriously now- 
adays— at least 'ot publicly. 

“Trying to live, right now. the word 

more important to me than run- 
ning,” Ryun said.' "Running is 
secondary to my family. Running 
used to be the -center of my life, 
and It had. to be, but It’s' not now.” 

Family Man - 

Ryun, 23, is~ married and has a 
daughter. Heather, bom last June. 

He is a photographer for the 
Topeka Capital-Journal. 

Highlight of liis day, he says, 
is going home in. the evening and 
playing with his new daughter. 

He calls it “the most satisfying 
thing in my life.” 

Jim Ryun is content. Two years 
ago he was not. 

He had just lost the 1,500-meter 
race to Kip Keino of Kenya to the 
Mexico City Olympics, much to 
the chagrin of many UJ5. track 
fans. He says the altitude favored 
Keino, "but you're not going to 
convince a lot of people of that .” 

He was tired, and sought a long 
rest but was able to take off only 
a month before he was back in 
training for his senior season at 
the University of Kansas In 1969. 

Gained Notoriety 

His heart was not in his run- 
ning that spring, and he gained a 
certain amount of notoriety by 
quitting , several races— the last in 
Miami. 

■ Ryun now speaks openly, but 
with a tinge of regret, about re-

'quitter" on them. 
“It was mental fatigue,'’ he ex- 
[platos of his stopping in the middle 
of several races to 1969 before 
giving up competition altogether. 
“X had. promised myself a restfol- 
lowing the Olympics in 1968. I 
didn't feel X had -rested -enough. 

"It's not hard— to understand 
that, when you’re not 100 percent 
interested, six months later you 
step off the track. 

‘Tt took as much courage to stop 
to Miami as it does to compete to 
a meet." 

Weight Ballooned 

From June 1969 until last April, 
Ryun did no serious running. His 
weight ballooned to 200 pounds and 
it shocked him. That’s why he re- 
sumed training, he says. 

Ryun now runs four or five days 
a week-^usually early in the morn- 
ing on the outskirts of Topeka and 
sometimes in the evening. He also 
has been going twice a week to 
Lawrence, 25 miles away, to run 
with friends on the University of 
K ansas cross-country team. 

Ryun will not say if he plans to 
return to competition. He expects, 
he said, to make a decision on that 
"within the next few months.' 

The obvious question Is whether 
the world record holder to the mile, 
3:51.1; 1£00 meters, 3:33.1, and 
half-mile, 1:449, is aiming for the 
1972 Olympics in Munich. 

Ryun has no comment on that 
question, either.

An Original 
Concept Is 
Bom Again 

Club Football 
Gains Ground

NEW YORK, NOV. 11 (NET).— 
Once upon a time Fordbam's foot- 
ball forces tinri a far-reaching aim, 
an invitation to the Rose Bowl and 
the concomitant opportunity lor 
quick recognition the best team 
to the land. On a couple of occa- 
sions the Rams almost got the 
ran, but eventually settled for Cot- 
ton Bowl and Sugar Bowl ap- 
pearances. In the past three de- 
cades, though, FGrdham has lower- 
ed Its sights and hasn’t looked 
westward much beyond Wee- 
hawken, the garden spot of New 
Jersey. 

There axe clear-cut reasons for 
this more modest outlook. A na- 
tional intercollegiate power before 
Pearl Harbor, Fordbam abandoned 
football for the duration of the 
wax and then resumed afterwards 
on a partially d e -emphasized basis, 
a condition that was not only ri- 
diculous but self-defeating. Again 
the Maroon abandoned the gridiron. 
Six years ago, Fordham. under- 
graduates spearheaded a movement 
of shattering Import. 

They brought completely amateur 
football back to college campuses. 
They did it with a thing called club 
i football and their program caught 
on aU over the country. Actually 
this was the way It began back 
In those distant days when an emo- 
tionally wrought player offered the 
immortal words ’Td die for dear 
old Rutgers.” 

In Its original form college foot- 
ball was Instigated b; students, 
financed by students and even 
played by students. But when It 
boomed into big business, the busi- 
nessmen running it certainly 
weren't about to entrust this 
moneymaking machine to amateur 
bookworms. They awarded schol- 
arships for brawn, not brains. Stu- 
dents made varsity football teams 
only by accident. But club foot- 
ball never had anyone but stu- 
dents. 

This year Fordham and a num- 
ber of other adherents of club 
football changed status without 
chang in g their philosophy one iota. 
Their athletic departments official- 
ly recognized them as varsity teams 
but on the same low-key and un- 
pretentious basis as before, even 
to the do-it-yourself method of 
operations. 

Saturday afternoon on the Ford- 
ham campus the Rams beat 
Georgetown, 39-17, a rival since 
1907. It was homecoming day for 
the old grads and was given an 
extra solemnity by rites memorializ- 
ing the late Vince Lombardi, per- 
haps For d ham 's most distinguished 
IbotbaH alumnus. 

Both teams were unbeaten and 
the crowd was about 10,000. That's 
a nifty turnout for small-time col- 
lege football. At Michigan, Ohio 
or Southern California they will 
draw eight to ten times that many, 
but they also will have eight to 
ten times as many headaches as 
Fordham. has. High-powered foot- 
1 ball is not an unalloyed blessing. 
Most of the big ones are going 
broke, trapped by the shrinking 
dollar and rising costs. 

It even is to be presumed that 
the salary scale has also skyrocket- 
ed for the amateurs at some of our 
finest Institutions of higher learn- 
ing. Some of the kiss-and-tell hoys 
already are selling their tawdry 
stories as to price scales. 

But small-time football h as no 
such concerns even though It jolts 
Fordham ’s grads who were spoiled 
by schedules against Alabama, Pitt, 
Tennessee. New York University, 
Michigan State and the like. Newer 
names li ke Adel phi, Kings Point 
and such stimulate no frantic wav- 
ing of maroon banners. 

But any college lucky enough to 
be free from high-pressure football 
should count its blessings and never 
let itself get swept Into that rat 
race again. Merely because Ford- 
ham, Georgetown, and other club 
football citadels switched to varsity 
status has no significance for the 
future. They all found themselves 
to a peculiar situation, forced to 
make the change lor self-protec- 
tion. 

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and Its district units 
had reached the point where they 
could no longer supply officials 
far club games. Presumably this 
could have been solved but there 
was a new development much more 
disturbing. It just goes to show 
how the same errors are committed 
again and again. 

Club football was the perfect 
amateur vehicle that was run by, 
for and with students. Further- 
more, its rules mirrored, the NCAA 
code in most major areas. It even 
went far ahead of the code to that 
it gave no scholarships or financial 
aid to athletes as such. But the 
cheaters moved Into some areas. 
They paid under the table. They 
used graduate students and in- 
eligible players. They used numb- 
skulls taking only three credits 
a semester; they were totally un- 
supervised. 

That’s why Fordham, George- 
town, Chicago, St. 1 Mary’s and 
others moved back under the NCAA 
umbrella as varsity teams, even if 
it be a small-time c l assification. It 
sure is disillusioning, though when 
something as purely motivated as 
dub football is victimized by 
hanlcy-panky. 


More Than Half of Cluhs in NFL 
Get Subpoenas for Grand Jury 

WASHINGTON. Nov. ll (WP).— More than, half ot the 36 
National Pootball League teams were served subpoenas yesterday 
to appear before a federal grand jury for testimony in an apparent 
anti-trust action. 

Among the teams subpoenaed are Cleveland, New Orleans, 
Minnesota, Chicago, Baltimore, Denver. San Francisco, Detroit, 
Dallas, Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Buffalo, St. Louis, Atlanta and Los 
Angeles. 

Some clubs said they were ordered to appear before a Cleve- 
land grand jury next Tuesday, while the Vikings said they were 
summoned for Dec. 7. other teams, including Chicago and Denver, 
are to report at later dates. 

The order to issue subpoenas originated to the regional anti- 
trust division of the Justice Department in Cleveland. 

None of the subpoenas delivered yesterday bore a list of 
statutes allegedly violated, and each instructed its recipient to 
“bring your records." 

Sources in the Justice Department said that the grand jury 
action does not pertain to gambling and definitely involves anti- 
trust action. The Washington Post learned last night.

Elliott Gould: The American 
In Ingmar Bergman’s Troupe 


S TOCKHOLM.— An artist's works are 
inevitably bound each to each. The 
links between Ingmar Bergman's films 
are especially strong, not only in themes, 
settings and even characters’ names, but 
also because the; are made by the same 
technicians in the same studios with a 
group of actors that has become known 
as Bergman’s troupe. The greatest link 
is of coarse the films' source: Ingmar 
Bergman’s life and dreams. 

For Bergman to make a film in English 
with a foreign star and a budget that 
would reportedly pay for ten Swedish- 
backed films may seem a startling 
departure, but it is again part of the 
Bergman order of things. 

His American backers had to consent 
to his working as usual in the old Solna 
studios outside Stockholm where no one 
Is welcome but the Bergman tribe. They 
will not see an Inch of “The Touch” until 
Bergman wants them to <nor did they see 
his script until they had agreed to film 
if. 

The stars of “The Touch” are BIbi 
Andersson in her tenth Bergman role and 
Max von Sydow in his eleventh. Berg- 
man's choice of Elliott Gould as the third 
star, soothing as it may have been to 
AB.C, was dictated by the script, which 
deals with the eruption of a dark, rootless 
stranger into the blonde serenity of a 
Swedish middle-class home. 

Bergman's world, then, is the same as 
It has been, just slightly stretched. Ap- 
parently he has long hoped to do an 
English-language film, but only got con- 
fidence to start when his “Hedda Gabler" 
was a hit on the London stage, proving 
that he can communicate with actors In 
English. The stranger in “The Touch" 
was originally a man of 40. After seeing 
"Getting Straight." Bergman tailored the 
role for Elliott Gould. 

“The marvelous thing is that he is al- 
ways just a little bit dangerous," Bergman 
has said of Gould. "That is what I find 
important. He has that mysterious 
quality of unpredictability that all good 
artists have.” 

Elliott Gould, who Is sensitive and 
bright, entered the Bergman world whole-, 
heartedly. marveling at the. efficiency of 
Bergman's team « “There's no one sitting 
around playing cards’.! , the economy of 
Bergman s style i “The re are no stand- 
ins, no cover shots"), listening In on 
Bergman’s frequent consultations with 
his other actors and crew although he 
understands no Swedish, and quickly 
changing the Cadillac limousine his 
agents ordered for a Volvo station wagon. 
The collaboration works, beautifully. 


Bergman is as int e lligent and keen as 
one would think Ha is also highly 
superstitious. “We saw two chimney 
sweeps this morning, “-Elliott said, “and 
Ingmar said it’s going to be a good day. 
One chimney sweep is lucky, but two I 
And on the right side- of the street!" 

Bergman is no moody tyrant: ' He sntles 
constantly while working and, according 
to Elliott's girl, Jenny Bogart, he jumps 
up and down when really pleased. “He’s 
the mast changing man In the world," 
says Elliott, “and the most romantic.” 

“It’s been terrific to bring myself to 
him, to please him. It’s fantastic. I 
wasn’t very serious about acting before, I 
had no confidence in it I was wrong. 
Now we're talking about doing ‘Othello’ 
for television with Max von Sydow as 
Iago. I'd come back here just to do four 
lines for Ingmar.” 

Despite his conviction that stars are 
an anachronism and that he doesn’t want 
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to be a star t'T want to have the privilege 
of failure"), Elliott Gould has followed 
Cary Giant, Paul Newman, Sidney Poitier 
and Steve McQueen In being chosen Star 
of the Year by America's association of 
theater owners. The New York Times 
has called him “fantastically popular.” 
Fortune bailed him -& an entrepreneur in 
an article about his Brodsky -Gould 
production company. Time has had him 
on its cover, and he has made the 
obligatory comments on grass and 
masturbation for one of those endless 
Playboy interviews. 

If fur ther proof of the publicity value 
of his name Is needed, Elliott Gould has 
just been named a Best-Dressed Man, an 
honor that breaks him up: “You see me 
in my finest,” he said at dinner in 
Stockholm, tastefully arranged in a 
wrinkled blue sweater and bl.-ck stubble. 

Elliott hopes to entice Bei^man, a 
notorious stay-at-home, into m atin g h is 
first trip to New York this spring. 

"IH hare to administrate the whole 
thing," Elliott says. He finds Bergman 
"very well administrated” and the 
word frequently and with longing. 

He will detail two assistants to Berg- 
man during the New York trip. There 
will, be concert tickets for every night 
i Bergman is passionate about music and 
once planned to take a year off to study 
Bach> and cornflakes, fruit and sour 
milk for breakfast. They will dine . at 
the Parkway restaurant and in China- 
town, and Elliott, a basketball fanatic, 
will take Bergman to see the Knicks.

(Bergman also gave Eliott a photo “to 
send to your analyst.” It shows Elliott 
in his film role as an archaeologist, look- 
ing. up inquiringly through prop eye- 
glasses. Almost unseen in the corner 
lies a small skull. ‘That’s why he wanted 
you to send it," a friend astutely pointed 
out to Elliott. “That skull - is your 
analyst.”! -- . 

When Elliott returns to New York he 
plans to administrate himself: 

"I’ve changed my tpipphnno . number. 
I'm going to get a house outside New 
York. I’m going to have a schedule. I’ve 
□ever really eaten at home, now I’m 
going to eat at home. 

“I must be more conscious. Like tele- 
vision— I never watch it but sometimes I 
leave It on, itk» putting out a clock to 
keep a puppy quiet.
